Weekly Crop Bulletin. 

The weekly crop bulletin of the Ken- 
tucky State Weather Service, in co-ope- 
ration with the U. 8. Ni«nal Service, for 
the week ending Saturday, May 1Mb, 
says the heavy and general rains of the 
12th and 13th inst. have brightened crop 
conditions throughout the State. It is 
feared, however, that the rain came too 
late to prevent serious injury to tobacco 
and oats. Tobacco plants are reported to 
be very scarce and poor, and in some 
sections it will not be possible to produce 
more than half a crop. Oats are in a gen- 
erally poor condition throughout the 
State, and while the prospects for wheat 
are somewhat better, it is not possib'e 
that anything like a crop will be hai- 
vef>ted. 

The drought has played havoc with 
meadows and pasture*, and in some sec- 
tions stock is suffering seriously. Corn, 
garden stuff and small fruits are, as a 
rule, reported to be in fair condition. 

Although the rains of the past week 
were very heavy there still exists a de- 
ficiency of about 10 inches since Janu- 
ary lat More rain is very badly needed. 

Hailstorms of unusual severity occur- 
red on the 12th and 13th, and irrsome 
places crops were damaged by them. 
They appear to have been especially 
severe in the vicinity'of Georgetown and 
Paris.

The Coroner's investigation of the 
killing of E. J. Cross Sunday was held 
yesterday afternoon at 4 o'clock. 

The inquest took place at the Mayor's 
office, Coroner M. T. Cockrell presiding. 
County Attorney Newell represented 
the Commonwealth and Mr. A. A. Wads- 
worth was present as attorney for the 
woman accused of the shooting. Drs. G. 
M. Phillips and A. G. Bro*uing were the 
first witnesses called. They are the 
physicians who made a postmortem ex- 
amination of Cross' body. They testified 
that they found the f ice burned with 
powder. The ball entered at the outer 
angle of the right eye. It was deflected 
by striking tbe inner surface of the tem- 
poral bone and was found in back part of 
tbe bead an inch higher and on the left 
side. It was a ball of 38 calibre. Cross 
was about five feet nine and a half in 
height, weighed about 145 pounds and 
looks to be from thirty tothirty-five years 
of age. 

W. W. Lynch was called. In snbtance 
he said: "I live in the Fifth ward, next 
door to the house occupied by Henrietta 
McDaniel. Hers is about forty feet east 
of mine, and there is some shrubbery 
between them. I was attracted to the door 
Sunday by some men at McDaniel's gate. 
Think there were five in thecr .wd. They 
were trying to get him to go some p'ace, 
but be said : 

1 Let go of me, boys. I can take care 
of myself. 

''Hethen got away from them and as he 
passed down tbe little alley I heard him 
say : 

| Now, shoot, if you wan't to '. 

" He continued down the alley until 
he came to a window, where he stopped, 
made some noise and the window (lew up 
and the pistol was fired. I grabbed my hat 
and ran over. Looking down the alley I 
saw him with his head against the fence 
and his body across the alley. As soon 
as I got there, one fellow says: 

' She has kil el my friend in cold 
blood'. 

" Me stooped down anil pu' his hand on 
the body. Just then Henrietta McDaniel 
stuck her head out and the fellow said : 

' Madam, you have shot my friend in 
cold blood '. 

" She replied : 

• No, he shot himself '. 

"The shot was fired immediately after 
the window was raised. I saw her lean- 
ing out. She said the man had taken 
hold of her and was trying to pull her out 
of the window and she could not have 
shot him. The rest of the men were in 
the yard when Cross was shot." 

0. W. Griesman testified that he heard 
the shooting and saw the smoke. He 
was at his home on Second street. 

The smoke came out the window. He 
went over, and one of the men said to the 
woman. 

•You have killed my best friend.' 
"She says: 

' I don't care if I did. He killed him- 
self'. 

" She ordered him out of the yard and 
he went out. She then called him into 
the bouse and when he cime out be said : 

•He killed himself. 

F. W. Murphy was next called. He 
said: I know Cross. Four or five of us 
were in the crowd. Two of the boys 
went up to tbe bouse first and went in. 
Then I and another one went in. Then 
Cross came up by himself. I didn't like 
the lookB of the woman and wouldn't go 
in the bouse. As we were going out the 
gate he, Cross, went up to a window and 
was talking tw her. She said : 

• You had better take this fellow away, 
or I'll shoot him '. 

We wanted him to come away but be 
said: 

• No, I'll go round here, and talk to her 
and we'll get in '. 

"Cross went round the side of the 
house and was standing with his hands by 
bis side and had his face up as if he was 
talking to some one. Then the shutters 
flew open, and I heard the window go up 
and the shot was tired. I saw the pistol 
sticking out of the window. He drop- 
ped back immediately. She came to the 
front window to shut the blinds and 
some one of the boys said : 

' You have killed the man '. 

"She said: 

' I don't care if J have '. 

" She then closed the window and I did 
not see her any more. She was the only 
one I saw connected with the house. The 
boys had come out and were at the east 

side of the house. Andrew Eberly, 

Shockley and Robinson were tbe 

fellows with us." 

James Phillips was called and said : "I 
was one of the second party who went 



up. F. W. Murphy was with me. We 
went to the back do. rand knock. .1 Sht 
said 'you can't net in. The house is full'. 
We went round to the front and met 
Cross. He went up to the window. She 
said 'take this fellow awav, or I'll shot t 
him.' Shockley ami I took hold of him. 
but he said : 

'Let me alone, lean tike care of my- 
self.' 

We let goand he went 'round the side of 
the house. I went out and to the Head of 
the alley. Saw Cross stop and bend I 
noise and immediately the shot was fired. 
We went down to him and she said : 

'Get out of here, or I'll give it to you.' 

Newton Ingram : "I don't see the fel- 
low who did the talking. He 9aid to the 
woman: 'You have killed my friend in 
cold blood.' She replied : 'I didn't. He 
tried to pull me out of the window.' She 
then called this fellow, who was talking, 
into the house and when lie came out he 
said: 'She says he kbit himself, hut I 
don't know.' " 

There was some other testimony about 
to the same t fleet as above, and then the 
investigation closed. The jury shortly 
afterwards reported the following verdict : 
The Jury bellev. troui the evidence adduc- 
ed, that the deceased, Edward Cross, ol Indi- 
anapolis, lud., came to hi* death from h pis- 
t.il shot wound tired Irom the reM ienre of 
Henrietta McDaniel. In the Filth ward of the 
City of Maysville, on Hunday, May lHth.loss. 

The Jury further believes, from theevldeuce 
before them, that Hie idiot was fired by Hen- 
rietta McDaniel. 

Cross' body was shipped to Indianapolis 
last evening in charge of John W. Booth, 
who arrived here yesterday morning. 
The deceased had $10,000 life insuram ■<•, 
it is stated, which will no to his mother. 
He was her only support of late years. 

The examining trial of the accused will 
beheld before Judge Coons this afterin ou 
at 4 o'clock. She is still in jail.

Assembly at Chattanooga. 



THE WORK OF THE FOURTH DAY 



A Plan of Operation Itptneen the Two 
Faction* In Hie Church — Report* u( 
Committee*— The N««t Se»*lnii Will II 
Held In Asl.vllle, North Carolina. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., Mny 21.— The 
fourth days' work of the general MMM 
bly of the Southern Presbyterians was 
a busy one. The most important de- 
cision was that the committee had de- 
cided favorable to the plau of co op,. ra- 
tion between the southern and northern 
assemblies as previously reported by the 
joint committee of tlie two bodies. This 
result was arrived at after a session of 
several hours. 

The committee representing laitv and 
clergy of each synod in the south had 
a majority of two to one in favor of the 
report, mid the feeling of the assembly 
in its favor is thought to l»e in the BUM 
ratio. The co-operation plan will be 
advocated without any modification. 
This will be in the nature of a surprise, 
as it wuh expected that adverse aotips 
would l>e taken. If this committee's 
report ia adopted by a decisive ff te it 
will be a long step towards the organic 
union of the two grand divisions of tlie 
North and South church. 

Co-operation is recommended in the 
educational and literary work of the do- 
mestic and foreign missions. 

The evangelization of the negroes in 
effect is almost a complete union. 

A request from the Lafayette Synod 
that the headquarters of the committee 
on foreign missions be removed from 
Baltimore to Louisville, was referred to 
the committee. 

Tlie report of the committee on Sab- 
bath observance was submitted. It con- 
tained complaint* especially against 
Sunday newspapers, trains and saloon*. 

The oonunfltea on revision of the di- 
rectory of public worship recommended : 
That session can require a public pro- 
fession of faith, and made it a special 
order for Wednesday's meeting The 
assembly decided in answer to an over- 
tnre to report at the next assembly the 
concentrated effort! to evangelise the 
negro nice. 

The oelebnted Woodrow ease caineup 
accidentally in the report of the commit- 
tee to paw on the action of the Sonth 
Carolina synod against the Presbytery 
of Charleston. 

The synod passed a resolution declar- 
ing the action of the Charleston synod 
unconstitutional, irregular and on wise, 
in passing a resolution which declared 
that the general MM ably has judicially 
affirmed the decision of the synod of 
Georgia, in declaring tlie belief' of Kev. 
Mr. Woodrow, as to the origin of the 
City of Adam contrary to the word of 
God misinterpreted in the standards of 
the church, and this Presbytery regards 
the holding of the said form Of the be- 
lief in the evolution as contrary to the 
word of (rod, and forbids the public 
contending against the decision of the 
assembly. 

The synod in passing on this declared 
the action "a tresspass upon the sacred 
and inalienable right of private judg- 
ment which belongs to every court and 
all members of the church of Jesus 
Christ," and directed the presbytery of 
Charleston to convene and correct the 
proceedings. 

The committee of the assembly in the 
afternoon recommended, Hist, that the 
action of the synod lie approved so far as 
it declares the action of the Charleston 
presbytery '•unwise." Second, that it 
be disapproved together with the reasons 
assigned so far as ltjdcc lares the action of 
the Charleston presbytery unconstitu- 
tional and irregular. 

After a long speech in behalf of tlie 
Mrnod. Rev. Mr. Whalen, of the Sonth 
Carolina assembly, the assembly ad- 
journed to resume the discussion in the 

It U i" g believed that the synod will be 
sustained. 

The assembly voted to hold its next 
session at Asheville, N. 0. The assem- 
bly will not hold a session to. night.
